OME of the most interesting projects recorded in the 
history of Fifth Avenue were centered in the Forty- 
second Street district. Each was unique in the history 

of the Avenue and each was planned on a magnificent scale 


The earliest of these was the Croton Reservoir, which 
was put into operation in 1842. It was one of the biggest 
engineering undertakings of its day, having a capacity of 
20,000,000 gallons. So welcome an improvement was 
it in the water distributing system that its opening 
was the occasion for a great celebration. It stood on the 
site of the Public Library and supplied water to the city 
for nearly sixty years. 

Another engineering triumph was the Crystal Palace, 
erected on land immediately west of the reservoir, on what 
is now known as Bryant Park, then called Reservoir Park. 
It was 2 huge structure, covering almost the entire park 
Constructed of glass and iron and having a huge dome, it 
was indeed a beautiful show place for the arts and in- 
dustries of all the nations of the world. The palace was 
opened by President Franklin Pierce on July 14, 1853, and 
during its briet life of five years was the scene of a notable 
event the ovation to Cyrus W. Field upon the successful 
laying of the Atlantic Cable. The structure was burned 
to the ground on October 5, 1858. 


Practically paralleling the story of the Crystal Palace 
both as to the enormity of the enterprise and dramatic 
destruction, is the story of the Latting Tower, erected one 
block north of the Crystal Palace. The idea of its designer, 
Warren Latting, was to afford all who paid the requisite 
admission fee the most magnificent view of New York 
City. The tower was engineeringly sound, over three 
hundred tons of stone and timber having been used for the 
foundation. It stood over three hundred feet high, the 
ascent being part way by elevator. The sponsors hoped to 
reap a fortune, but the public failed to respond in profitable 
numbers. The tower was destroyed by fire a few years 
before the Crystal Palace met a similar fate 

Another project of the time took the form of an 
experiment in residential buildings. The prospectus of the 
originator, George Higgins, is credited with this descrip- 
tion: “Eleven dwellings, uniform in size, price and amount 
of accommodation, of durable fire-brick, and of a chosen 
cheerful tint of color and variegated architecture.” He 
chose the block on Fifth Avenue between Forty-first and 
Forty-second Streets, facing the reservoir. This was an 
ideal location because the view frem the windows “com 
manded the whole island with its surroundings.” The 
dwellings were very elaborate and the row became known
